A BRIEF RESUME. 


‘ From the two editions of our paper 
which have dealt with politics, it should 
be apparent to all, whose minds are not 
thickly calloused by prejudice, that the 
fears of our enemies are without any 
foundation. To summarize: 

(1) Catholics owe none but purely 
spiritual cong omy to the Pope. 

2) The Pope is interested in no tem- 
poral power for himself save such as Is 
necessary to guarantee freedom to fill his 
spiritual office without interference from 
a local government which might be hos- 
tile. 

(3) The Catholic hierarchy meddles 
less than the leaders of Protestant de- 
nominations in politics; in fact, the 
former is forbidden to meddle in politics 
altogether. 

(4) The Church is not always the 
same in discipline; and the declarations 
of Popes in encyclical letters centuries 
ago, to which our enemies refer, were 
disciplinary. In those days, kings as well 
as people were Catholics, and because, 
often half-barbarous, tyrannical and un- 
just, had to be kept in control by the 
power of him, from whom both they and 
the people expected guidance and inter- 
ference. In those days the Popes gov- 
erned with the consent of the governed, 
therefore, rightly, according to the 
American principle. 

(5) Union of Church and State is not 
everywhere desirable, but is declared to 
be the ideal condition, where only one 
religion is professed in the State and that 
regarded as the very réligion of Jesus 
Christ, because God's interests can be 
better furthered. Union of Church and 
State never can mean coercion. 

(6) There is no Catholic vote. The 
Knights of Columbus are forbidden to 
use their influence in behalf of any one, 
even a Catholic candidate for office; the 
same is true of the “Federation of Cath- 
olic Societies,’ 2,000,000 strong. The 
writer has attended nearly every annual 
convention of representatives of the lat- 
ter body, yet never heard so much as a 
suggestion that Catholics should vote 
this or the other way; the very constitu- 
tion of the organization would forbid it. 
Catholics are everywhere voting against 
Catholics and for Protestants. 

(7) United political activity against a 
candidate for office because of his re- 
ligion exists only in the ranks of our 
enemies and accusers: the Guardians and

|men an ideal, at once beautiful and 
‘lofty. Throughout life this ideal is 
‘held up before the minds of her chil- 
'dran, though she knows full well that 
\in regard to many of them it will re 
imein but an ideal. Not content with 
'this she even waives a point in favor 
lot the weaker ones of her flock, and 
| with due limitations allows that which 
‘is less good. “She knows that the 
Sacraments were made for men, not 
men for the Sacraments. She prefers 
then to administer the Sacraments 
with certain accidental imperfections 
rather than allow her children to go 
without the grace which the Sacra- 
mente convey. For this reason she 
tolerates what are known as mixed 
marriages.” Such as are contracted 
between Catholics and Protestants. 

| In touching upon this subject we 
|\in no wise purpose to cast aspersions 
lon our dissentient brethren, elther in- 
dividually or as a body. We are well 
aware that there are many among 
| them who when married to Catholics 
have become exemplary wives or hue- 
bands, scrupulously keeping the prom- 
‘tses made on their wedding day. 
‘True to their troth they have ever 
urged on their children in the prac- 
tice of the Catholic faith and of all 
the duties it involres. We know even 
‘of priests who have come from such 
families, thanks to the religious and 
faithful Protestant parent. Though 
their number be greatly in the 
iminority, still our good will goes out 
| to them, and we entertain toward 
ithem the profoundest respect and ad- 
‘miration, We do not intend to offend. 
| Then, too, there are Catholics who en- 
‘tered upon such mixed alliance: and 
perhaps never thought of the enormity 
‘of their fault, and hence thelr ain 
was rather that of ignefance than of 
malice. Perhaps ere long they 
‘doomed to regret their

imprudence. Many saddened 
land sickened at heart acknowledged 
| that they made the mistake of their

our holy faith. For such we have no 
iword of bitter reproach, but only of

her face against them, never allowing 
jthem except for grave reasons, and 
‘even then with great reluctance.

From this we may draw an inference 
‘most suitable to our proposition. 

| In mixed marriages, the Catholic 
‘party possesses a faith that makes no 
terms with any other faith. If but ap 
lota of its doctrine be changed, itgelf 
Hs destroyed. Therefore a contract of 
|marriage in which one of the parties 
iprofesses the Catholic faith and the 
other is of Protestamt persuasion, 
must of nétessity be destructive of 
the ideal. A union of this kind surely 
does not resemble the union of Christ 
and His Church. Even in regard t 
the sanctity and indissolubility of 
marriage their minds are not in han 
mony. The Catholic must conside 
the marital bond, the Sacrament as 
|most sacred, because Jesus Christ, its 
| Founder, ts sacred; because it effects 
fan increase of sanctifying grace for 
ithe soul; because it supplies the 
actual graces needed for the proper 
‘fulfillment of the duties of the mar 
‘ried life: because it is a figure of the 
‘sacred union of Christ and His 
|\Church. For the Protestant, marriage 
iis but a joyful event to be celebrated 
‘as merrily as possible, the exhilerat 
ling effects of which are to be enjoyed 
‘@s long as they continue to exist. Kk 
is not, they say, so serious as Cathe 
\lics would make it. A contract at 
| most, like any other civil contract 
‘In fact, for most non-Catholics it ls 
‘no longer a bond of steel, but a rope 
‘of sand to be dissolved at will. The 
| impossibility of divorce, with permis 
‘sion to remarry, is not part and pal 
‘cel of the Protestant creed. “And ia 
‘these times when a slight charge is 
‘sufficient to procure a divorce in the 
lcourts, what assurance bas the Cath 
iolic spouse that her consort’s love 
ifor her will not vanish with youth and 
| beauty, and that, weary of a yoke 
‘which can be easily broken, he may 
by some means or other trump up 
‘against her a charge sufficient for 6 
'separation, and then confer his con 
|jugal affection on a younger and mors 
‘fascinating partner?” We do not in 
itend to attribute this manner of act 
ing, or even the possibility of Kh, & 
all non-Catholics, married to Cathe 
‘lies, for we know of good Protestant 
consorts, who lived faithful to their 
promises until death. But the num 


tity and indissolubility of marriage is 
so smal! that they can only constitute 
the exception.
